Captivates Grown-Ups

It was & large crowd and a deter-
mined crowd that gathered nt *he
Southern Pacifie depot Tuesday
evening 0 got a glimpse of Colonal
Theodore Roosevelt as he passed
through on the traim, en routs o
tho state oomvention of the Amerk
can Lagion to be held at Portland.
The erowd waa détermined to see’the
colonel and good naturedly awaited
the belated train.

It was supposed that Mr. Roose-
veit would arrive on No. &4, due
here at £:15, but he 4id not. He
came on the second section, that waa
marked up to wrrive at 7:30. Again
they were disappointed. It alwaye
appears that when a train is late the
engineer doesn't care when he ar-
rives, and the second marking on the
“7:66."
This was a better guess and the ses-
ond section rolled into the station at
8 o'clock.

ol to Mnd the colonel on the rear
platform, Hut as the traln came to a8
standstlll someone farther up the
line shouted “here he I8 and there
was a4 wild scramble forward. ‘The
hero from France had just sat down
to the dining table, but immedintely
caime out on the platform.

There he was, Roosevelt smile and
all—"the son of his father.” Tndeed,
had he possessed a mustache he
might casnily have passed for the il-
lusterous Teddy—although he s
somewhat smaller, He was hoarse
from continued speaking, and as the
traln stopped only for a few min-
utes, spoke only a few words to the
andience.

He at once bogan shaking hands
with some of the Htitle folke ‘who
had crowded close—the little folks
take to Theodore—and even shook
hands with and smiled at a few ha-
bles who were held np to him.

"“Hello, everybody!"” he shouted.
“I am sorry that the Southern Pa-
cific company is rushing me through
Oregon so fast. Thers is one thing

about Oregon—her people are 100
per cent ‘American.” Cheers fol-
lowed. * “T was fust eating my din-

ner, althongh yon wouldn't think it
by looking at me now, but when I
saw the crowd of smiling faces T
couldn™t resist the temptation to
como out and say helo.”

There was more cheering, follow-
ed by u few brief remarks by the
colonel. “Me and all my family
think a whole lot of Oregon"—

That was a# far as he got with
that sentence. Some person in tho
erowd shonted [a reply:

*“And Orego. thinks a whole lot
jof vou and your [family.” This
